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Donor offers to pay assessments of BID opponents 


In an effort to quell the divergence of opinions 
concerning the possibility of forming a Business 
Improvement District (BID) in Sierra Madre, a 
Sierra Madre businessman made the motion at 
Wednesday evening’s information meeting to adopt 
the BID for a year, offering to pick up the 
costs of the opponents. 

The BID would assess business and property 
owners a certain amount, between $100 and $500, 
depending on type and area of business, per year 
to support Main Street Chamber and its activities. 

The altruistic donor, who prefers to remain 
anonymous in the press, said that he would donate 
up to $50,000 to get the BID in progress. 

According to Ron Hutson, Main Street Chamber 
of Commerce executive director, the proposed 
donation may not be that easy. Hutson told The 
News Monday, “We are checking into it as to the 
legality at this time. I am in touch with the state 


Main Street office and have not yet received the 
final determination.” 

Sierra Madre City Attorney Charles Martin told 
The News Tuesday morning that he believes the 
donor can go through with his offer. There is no 
law against it and there is no law to enforce it. 
It’s as good as his word (and Martin knows the 
donor and says he would “personally rely on his 
promise”). 

Martin said that the opponents would send the 
bill to the donor and he would pay it. “As long 
as he’s willing to do it, there is nothing to say 
it’s not legal.” 

Hutson said he had checked with Ed Henning, 
the consultant hired by the Main Street Chamber 
about BIDs, and with the state Main Street office 
and neither could come up with a resolution. 
“The Chamber of Commerce is not in a position 


to get the job done in a realistic time frame,” 
Hutson reiterated. 

He said that the quick straw vote taken that 
Wednesday evening expressed the feelings of those 
there. “That vote may not express the desires of 
everyone,” he said. 

Hutson’s column on page 4 contains more 
information concerning the meeting, also. 

The City Council at a recent meeting chose to 
set aside for now granting an emergency $25,000 
to keep the three-year Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce activities going. Acting also as the 
Community Redevelopment Agency, five elected 
persons of the council three years ago funded the 
program for three years and Hutson was hired by the 
original appointed board. The board was created 
by Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan who was also mayor 
at that time. 


Those funds have been keeping the program 
alive; however, now the funding has ceased. 

When asked what his plans are for the future, 
Hutson said, “I am doing the job of supporting 
the board of directors.” 

Hutson presented a dramatically scaled down 
plan for the continued program at Wednesday 
evening’s meeting. The original estimated total 
projected to come from the proposed BID was 
$56,850. That plus other income sources such as 
the Fourth of July Beer Garden, 1992 Wistaria 
Fete Festival, chamber membership and others 
would have brought the total to about $68,576. 

A 10 percent reduction would have brought the 
total to $62,891 and a 15 percent reduction to 
$60,048. Hutson scaled down the BID to a 40 
percent reduction which would have given the 
BID income projection at $45,836. 


Grandson of Mays 
killed in plane crash 

Four people in one family, one of them the 
grandson of David and Dorothe May of Sierra 
Madre, were killed July 23 in a plane accident 
while they were returning from the Salmon 
wilderness area in central Idaho. 

Jeffrey A. Hayter, 29, the Mays’ grandson, 
and his parents-in-law, Jack D. and Joyce M. 
Selby Larson, all of Pocatello, were killed instantly 
about 90 minutes after takeoff in a single-engine 
airplane. 

Others killed were pilot Douglas Harsen of 
Salmon and E. Thomas Laats of Idaho Falls, 
according to a Valley County sheriff’s dispatcher. 

Laats was the husband of Jacque Larson Laats, 
daughter of the Larsons who were killed. 

Jeffrey’s wife, Camille, and Jacque Laats who 
were also the Larsons’ daughters, were in another 
light plane that took off from the same remote 
airstrip moments before the fatat crash. The group 
had been vacationing in the area. 

Jeff and his wife, Camille, met in high school 
and were married Aug. 6, 1983. He and his 
mother, Pamela Hayter, the latter of Las Vegas, 
lost their father and husband to cancer one-and- 
half-years ago. Pamela is a daughter of the Mays 
of Sierra Madre. Also surviving is an uncle, David 
May, son of the David Mays. 

Jeff was born to Ronald and Pamela Hayter 
on May 28, 1962 in Riverside. He spent his early 
childhood in California and enjoyed outdoor 
activities. He began playing football in grade 
school and continued after moving to Pocatella 
where he attended Irving Junior High School. 
He graduated from Pocatello High School in 
1980. 

The Mays’ grandson was employed by Gould 
AMI for 11 years, coached Little League football 
and was involved in the Big Brother/Big Sister 
Program. Also surviving is a sister, Brenda, a 
grandmother and grandfather on the other side of 
the family. 

The Larsons had been vacationing with their 
three daughters and two sons-in-law.

It’s not every day that a budding star is asked to 
“headline” for a famous star, but that’s what has 
happened to Robyn Jordan, daughter of Nita and 
Hal Jordan of Sierra Madre. 

Robyn is the talent to headline for Emmy Lou 
Harris on Friday, Aug. 16 at the Old Ventura 
Theater at 26 S. Chestnut St., Ventura. 

Shows are at 8 and 10:30 p.m. and tickets are 
$21.50 for general admission. 

Robyn, who sharpened her vocal chords and 
talent in myriad Sierra Madre functions, beginning 
at the age of 13, has her own band called the Blue 
Plate Special and her career has brought her 
opportunities to headline for other stars such as 
B. B. King and Marshall Tucker. 

The local star categorizes her music as 
contemporary country or country crossover, the 
new country which includes pop rock and rhythm 
blues. “Much like Kenny Rogers, music for the 
’90s,” Robyn explains. 

She not only performs, singing in three octaves, 
but also has written over 50 songs. 

Jordan attended Sierra Madre Elementary School 
and graduated from Pasadena High School, 
appearing in all the musicals, particularly with the 
Madrigals when they toured Europe in 1971.

Two earthquake victims ask Planning 
Commission variances; one is denied 


The two items on 
Monday evening’s 
adjourned Planning 
Commission went 
through quickly. One 
was denied, the other 
granted as conditioned 
and requested. 

Marshall William 
Rose at 187 N. Sunny- 
side Ave. received an 
affirmative answer for 
a rear and side yard 
variance to reconstruct 
a garage that had been 
damaged in the June 
28 earthquake. The 


application granted 
construction of a two- 
car garage measuring 
22 ft. long and 22 ft. 
wide, to be located at the 
southwest side of the 
property line. 

The Planning Depart¬ 
ment recommended 
approval of the variances 
as proposed: that the 
garage be constructed to 
the rear or west property 
line and further reduced 
in length, thereby 
maintining the 25-ft. 
required turnaround, 
and that all drainage must 


be maintained on the 
site. 

The request by Gary 
Austin at 325 Adams 
Ave. for a variance to 
reconstruct a pre-existing 
nonconforming carport 
that was severely damaged 
and required demolition 
due to the earthquake 
was denied. There is 
another area on the lot 
for Austin to construct 
the parking space within 
code, the Planning 
Commission told Austin. 

During the Community 


Communications, Phyllis 
Bennet asked if the 
CalDap program for 
disaster victims through 
Sacramento would be 
run through the city of 
Sierra Madre. She was 
instructed by the Planning 
Commission that City 
Administrator Jim McRea 
and the City Council 
would make that 
decision. 

The next regular 
meeting of the Planning 
Commission will be 
Aug. 15.

Chairman Joseph Grippi and his committees 
did a wonderful job planning the 50th 
anniversary of the Fire Dept. Being a small 
department (20 regulars and 10 reserves) that 
was just about everyone. 

When the chosen day rolled around in June 
of 1971 there was quite a parade lined up on 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. As I remember, some 
60 separate pieces of fire equipment answered 
the call for the parade. Some of the equipment 
dated back to the early 1900s consisting of 
engines, pumpers, rescue rigs and other pieces 
from many different fire companies. Each 
piece of equipment had a full crew of men 
from the town or station they represented 
and let me tell you, folks, they came from 
all over California. 

There were two units that I particularly 
remember. One was an old horse drawn pumper 


from San Francisco with the men dressed in 
the old time uniforms and hats sporting big 
handlebar moustaches. The other was a 
volunteer unit from a small town in Orange 
County, back in the hills somewhere. They 
were all women. Now those ladies were ahead 
of the times I think. Anyway, the parade 
started at Sierra Vista Park and went down 
Sierra Madre Boulevard to Michillinda and 
then back again to the main section of town. 
All the equipment was lined up so that the 
general public could have access to it, look it 
over and have the men (and women) explain 
its origin, operation and home base. 

Throughout the day many activities were 
held in Sierra Vista Park and that evening 
water fights between departments were held in 
Memorial Park. Tables were set up behind 
what was then the First Western Bank. Food 
was served to all the visiting firemen. The food 
committee, like the others, did a bang up job. 

The celebration was termed a roaring success. 
There was much talk afterward about holding 
a 75th year celebration. That would be in the 
year 1996. Should that idea come to fruition 
and the good Lord see fit I can tell you, that’s 
one celebration I’ll turn out for.

Shock waves coursed through the city 
council chambers last Wednesday evening, but 
it wasn’t another 5.8 earthquake. It was 
a statement of support for the labors of those 
involved in the Main Street program, so 
strong it momentarily stunned the 30 downtown 
business and property owners attending the 
third Business Improvement District (BID) 
information forum. 

A businessman and local resident, offered 
up to $50,000 to pay assessments for one 
year of those opposed to the BID proposal. 
“I’ll pay the first year’s assessment for anyone 
who doesn’t want to pay. It’s time to call 
the question and get on with it.” 

When a “straw vote” on the BID proposal 
produced a few no votes, the individual who 
has asked to remain anonymous simply said, 
“Take down their names and I’ll pay their 
assessment.” 

There was no warning of the outrageously 
positive thing that was going to be offered. 
Chamber consultant Ed Henning had 
presented a brief overview of the BID mechanics 
and was fielding questions. 

Business owners from E. Montecito wanted 
to know what specific programs were planned 
to help them? A Sierra Madre Blvd. professional 
business person wanted to know how the 


organizing committee arrived at the assessment 
formula? 

A long-time business/property owner 
suggested that if the proposal has a sunset 
provision, a set time when the assessment 
terminates and has to be re-approved, the 
proposal may be more acceptable. That 
particular point appeared to make sense and 
had strong support. If the program results 
warrant continued support, those being assessed 
would have no reason to protest. Logical. 
No objections from the proponents’ point of 
view. 

The question of “when is a vote to be 
taken” was again raised. Henning pointed out 
the BID enabling legislation does not include 
a formal vote as in political or referendum 
elections. A vote takes place during the formal 
public hearing process when either the 
proponents or opponents present evidence, 
usually signed petitions or other written 
documents identifying individual business or 
property owners within the improvement 
district boundaries, confirming the level of 
support they have for their position. By law, 
opponents must show 51 percent of those 
business or property owners who will pay 
51 percent of the total amount to be assessed 
in opposition to defeat the BID. 

Practically speaking, because the City 
Council must enact the assessment ordinance, 
it is presumed they would prefer to have 
substantially more than 51 percent in favor. 
However, as long as 51 percent cannot be 
shown in opposition, the council has the 
legal ability to implement the assessment 
district. It can present an interesting political 
decision-making situation. 

Now we have to determine if there is a 
legal way to accept this benefactor’s financial 
offer. Country singer Randy Travis has a new 
hit song titled “A Point of Light.” It says 
that in a world of darkness it only takes one 
person performing an act of faith to become 
a point of light, to make a difference, be an 
inspiration and a source of leadership. Sierra 
Madre is blessed with the emergence on one 
more point of light. To this benefactor this 
community observer says “Thank you!”

One of the great 
characters of the New 
Testament is John the 
Baptist. He was quite 
unique in that he never 
performed miracles but 
Jesus said of John, 
“Among those born of 
women there has not 
risen anyone greater 
than John the Baptist.” 
Coming from Jesus this 
is quite a recommenda¬ 
tion. John was an 
awesome man and 
commanded the respect 
of men. Even King 
Herod, who ultimately 
had him beheaded had 
the greatest respect for 
this man. Macho is a 
word that has gained 
prominence in the recent 
past and it could readily 
be said that John was 
macho. He was macho 
not because he was a 
man’s man but because 
he was God’s man, and 
there is a world of 
difference. Anyone can 
be a male but to be a 
man you must make 
some deliberate choices. 
Real men will lay their 
necks on the line for 
what they believe. We 
put our neck on the line 


for what is absolute not 
for what is obsolete. This 
statement is more htan 
a play on words for there 
lies behind it a truth 
that must be dealt with. 
Jesus knew this and used 
it to advantage in His 
ministry. He did not 
enlist the accepted leader¬ 
ship of the time because 
He knew that the best 
He would get from this 
group would be lip 
service, He went to the 
ordinary and insignificant 
and called upon them 
to be His arms and legs 
because He knew their 
hearts and their solid 
commitment. 

This principle is time¬ 
less and can be applied 
today with equal effective¬ 
ness. We at Bethany try 
to utilize this concept 
in ministry. We enlist 
God’s people, those 
who are committed to 
Him, and let them 
shoulder the banner of 
“Ambassadors for 
Christ.” They are our 
most effective tool 
because they are willing 
to put their neck on the 
line for what they 
believe.

Blvd., Pasadena. 


The Passionists’ 60- 
year-old Mater Dolorosa 
Monastery, 700 N. Sunny- 
side, Sierra Madre, 
suffered extensive 
structural damage in the 
recent quake. Upon the 
advice of engineering 
consultants, the com¬ 
munity sought other 
quarters. The adjacent 
Mater Dolorosa Retreat 
Center suffered no 
damage and maintains 
a full schedule of retreats 
and pastoral services. 

Rev. Stengel also 



announced the appoint¬ 
ment of the new local 
superior for the Sierra 
Madre Passionists, Rev. 
Clemente Barron, C.P., 
who will take office Sept. 
1. Ordained in 1970, Rev. 
Barron was a member of 
the Sierra Madre com¬ 
munity from 1972 - 1975. 
He replaces Rev. John 
Devany, C. P., who has 
served at Mater Dolorosa 
since 1979. 


Rev. Barron will 
guide a planning process 
to help the Passionists 
determine their future 
residential needs.

I personally hope 
that I will never have 
enough money to afford 
my own “virtual reality” 
equipment. To me that 
would seem like a sort 
of spiritual death. 
Movies and television are 
depersonalizing enough 
already! 

God knows each of us 
by name, and cares even 
when one sparrow falls.
